It was 8:36 Friday night in Dierks and our party, 


With the tornado pictures and radio broadcast complete, 


preparing to go home—but we hesitated. 
Outside the Westbrook hotel the rafn had resumed, 
a winter cold swept down from the Howard county 
. The lobby was full of sawmill workers, ranchers, 


police and communications men; they stirred uneasily. 
Someone finally said what all the others were thinking: 


"I don't know what else we can do tonight—we'll 


never find that baby in the dark." 


It was a death sentence. It was a sentence lashing 


out at all the futility that all the people of the world 
have felt in man's losing fight with the elements—flood 
. . . hurricane . . . and this, a tornado. 


The Crisp baby, 8 months old, was in its mother's 


arms when the terror came out of the west and whirled 
her half a mile away from the house. They found the 
mother's body alone—and; the critical question that dark 
and terrible night was whether her child, too, was merci- 
fully dead, or abandoned and suffering. 
* 


We came away from Dierks defeated and silent. 
It was a night to humble all men. Next day we knew 


they had found the baby dead But the night remained 
unforgettable—a pitiless picture of the helplessness 6f 
men, mere builders of cities and rulers of empire, before 
the fury of the primitive storm. 


Someone back home asked me if the houses in 


Dierks were'nt pretty flimsy to be so easily destroyed. 
That one never saw the place a tornado struck. No build- 
ing, no person or living thing is safe. Brick dissolves into 
dust, as woodwork becomes kindling. I covered the great 
tornado that wiped put Strong, southeast of El Dorado, in 
1927, with 27 dead^and 95 terribly injured. The two- 
story brick Building:offthe old Victoria Bank & Trust Co. 
was a pyramid of rubble, With the great steel vault peer- 
ing out at the top. 


You had the same story across a wide belt of Ark- 


ansas last Friday—a story of exploding buildings, dead 
bodies, crowded hospitals, and homeless people. 


"" 
For what we saw in Dierks was merely the curtain- 


raiser for death and devastation that became state-wide. 
Dierks' death toll was only 8. But look at this death roll: 


Judsonia, 34—and all the buildings of a town of 


1,100 destroyed. 


Cotton Plant, 27. 
Bald Knob, between 10 and 18. 
The all-Araknsas summary shows: 
Dead 131. 
Injured 711. 
Homeless 3,000. 
A total of 702 homes destroyed, and 659 damaged. 
This is the most terrible disaster in the history of 


Arkansas. 


The people of Hope and southwest Arkansas were 


most generous in their response to the calls from tornado- 
stricken Cotton Valley, La.,'a little more than four years 
ago—but this time our own people are, calling. 


The American Red Cross put $25,000 on the line 


.for disaster relief-before-midi^h^'Fi^Qy-an^h 
a disr-. 


bursing agent in Dierks to administer what was heeded. 
And a total of a million dollars was appropriated for the 
whole tornado-stricken area, embracing half a dozen 
states.

Washington, March 24 (/R — the 


presidential primaries so far have 
given a taste bf what it might 
be line If 
the 
people In all 
48 


states had a chance to express 
iheir preference among presiden- 
tial candidates. 


But once again this year, as In 


the past, the Republican and Dem- 
ocratic candidates will be choset 
by delegates, not by the voters In 
general, at the two big party con- 
ventions in Chicago this summer. 


If there were presidential 
pri- 


maries in all 
48 states 
before 


those conventions the voters might 
have been able to express their 
choice so unmistakably 
that 
the 


delegate-politicians would 
simply 


be limited to saying amen. 


By the time those conventions 


roll nround, of course, the tide of 
popular feeling for one man or 
another may have become so ap- 
pnrcnl that the delegates wouldn'l 
dare any political conniving bu' 
simply would approve the popular 
man. 
In 32 states the delegates

those conventions are chosen by 1 day in jail, 
party machines or bosses in state 
conventions or committcesi In' only 
16 states will the voters have 
chance to e x p r e s s preference 
among candidates or elect

gates.

from th other, that in only a1 few 
states like Minnesota, New Hamp- ^ '.

In New Hampshire, freedom for 


the voters to vote a preference 
among candidates is an old story. 
They've been able to do it in pro- 
vioir presidential campaigns.

nesota voters had a similar op- 
portunity.
